Attempt to Capture the Notori- 
j* ous Flemings.

i Sti.hk <• a r, Vn, Jan. I 
Hall and '•Doc" GwlndeU, two of the 
men shot in the terrible fight with the 
Fleming boys at Hoggs, W. Vn.. last 
Saturday. arrived here Sunday. From 
them was learned the full particulars 
of the fight, the facts of which have 
been so meagerly reported, ow ing to 
the inaccessibility of the town from 
railroad and telegraph. 

Off and on since tho bloody and fiend' 
lab murder of the Mulltns family, al- 
most two years ago, by Doc Taylor, re- 
cently hanged, and the Fleming boys, 
parties of men have been on the watch 
and have made raids to capture the 
Flemings. « 

Most aotive in these raids veere the 
Branham boys, Id Hall and Doc Sw in 
dell. So eager and conspicuous were 
they that at limes when they came 
upon the Flemings they were singled 
out aa marks for their unerring rifles. 

Esconccd in the mountain fastnesses 
of Kentucky, among friends, it was. 
almost impossible to get at tho FlennJ 
Inge. So secure they felt that they 
Trent so far aa to plant a crop, one of 
them in women's dress doin? the plow- 
ing and attended to the running of a 
aawmilL 

The Branham crowd did not, how- 
ever, give up the pursuit, but 
have hunted and watched for the 
past year. Tho Flemings repeatedly 
sent them word that they would on old 
scores shoot any of them on sight The 
motive of the Branham crowd in the 
capture, that of obtaining the reward 
for the bodies, dead or alive, and never 
from a sense of bringing the guilty to 
justice, now turned to a personal mat- 
tor. With the Indian thirst for revenge 
Jno. Branham, Ed Hall and Doc Swin- 
dell began in earnest to wipe out 
at any coat their differences. 

They soon made it too hot for the 
Flemings in Kentucky, causing them 
to make their way into West Virginia. 
Branham. Hall and Swindell followed 
closely after them»/md on last Satur- 
day located them in Boggs, an out-of- 
the-way town in West Virginia. To be 
■nre they were not wrong in their mcn.a 
man in the guise of a tax collector was 
sent to question them. He returned 
with evidence sufficient to convince 
them they were really the Fleming 
boys. Branham and his party now 
mode their preparations for the fight, 
which they well knew the Flemings, 
for revenge and rather than face the 
hangman's noose, would make to the 
death. 

The Flemings were making some 
purchases in a little store when Hall, 
the first of three, walked fearlesly in 
and caught Cal Fleming with one hand 
while he brought hia pistol to bear 
with the other. Instantly lien an Flem- 
ing leved his pistol and the ball 
grazed the back of Hall's head, 
causing him to loose hU hold on Cal, 
who theni drew his pistol and be- 
gan firing. Hall, recovering himself, 
drove n 44 into Cal Fleming's brain, 
felling htm to the floor. In the mean- 
time Henan Fleming's unerring aim 
bad been doing deadly work Swin- 
dell, before, either from slowness or 
fright, ho conld fire, received a ball 
through the neck and made for the 
door. John Branham, in spite of his 
bravery, was lying on the floor with 
one hole just above the left and one 
through his right lung. Hall now 
turned his attention to Henan, and a 
bloody duel followed. Standing face 
to face at a distance of ten paces they 
fought unflinchingly Until, with one 
bullet through his chin and his hand 
rendered useless, Henan Fleming ran 
into a back room to make his escape. 
Finding no outlet, he ran buck to the 
door and threw up hia bloody and still 
bleeding hands, w'th the fingers shot 
almost off. 

"I can't do any more, Ed," he said; 
•*! surrender." 

Branham and Cal Fleming have slnoe 
died. If Henan Fleming lives, which 
is not certain, it la believed that If the 
chance Is given him he will turn state's 
evidence and implicate in the murder 
of the Mulllna' family men whom no 
one for an Instant suspect of being con- 
nected with such a terrible deed.

Toi.kdo, O., Jan. 29 — John Flavel, 
alias ' Johnny tho Rat," C har.es Proc- 
tor and Henry Jackson, three of the 
most notorious safe blowers in the 
United States, were arrested on a Mich- 
iffan Central train a mile outside of 
this city, at 11:30 Friday night, but not 
until after n desperate light with the 
Toledo detectives did the three crimin- 
als surrender.

The formal exorcises at the exposi- 
tion grounds were preceded by n grand 
parade of the National tiunrd, friendly 
and patriotic societies and the munici- 
pal departments. The prOMMlOsI "rgg 
several miles in length and the twenty 
divisions were each headed by a brass 
band The exercises opened at I o'clock 
in the court of honor on the green 
sward of which there was standing 
room for over a hundred thousand peo- 
ple. A grand stand with accommoda- 
tions for several thousand people had 
also been erected, and this was occu- 
pied by representative people from 
nearly every state in the union. The 
programme opened with an address of 
welcome by Gov. Markham on behalf of 
the state and Mayor Kllert spoke for 
the city of San Francisco. Director 
General De Young spoke for the expo- 
sition, and then, amid a salvo of ap- 
plause and the playing of the "Star 
Spanjfled Banner" by the United bands. 
Mrs. De Young pressed the button, the 
machinery was started in motion and 
California's fair was an accomplished 
fact. When the enthusiasm had sub- 
sided lien. w. H. L. Bars** 
tongued orator of the Pi 
commenced what proved to 
eloquent oration. The oereinonies 
closed with the playing of "America" 
by the United bands of the exposition, 
the multitude of spectators joining in 
the chorus. Saturday night there will 
be a grnnd display of fireworks.

They advertise to lend their ser- 
vices to candidates desiring election, 
for money, and they seem to be reviv- 
ing the lawless practices of the Uouins. 
who flourished under the old feudal 
system in Japan. 

From these men. who are as reckless 
and desperate as European anarchists 
there is much to fear.
